PURPOSE: To improve corrosion resistance by interposing a corrosion-resisting alloy 
layer between a magnetic metallic layer and a nonmagnetic metallic layer. 

CONSTITUTION: This magnetic recording medium is formed by providing a cor- 
rosion-resisting alloy layer 9, containing chromium, copper, etc., in a magnetic 
metallic layer 7, in a nonmagnetic metallic layer 8 or on both sides of the magnetic 
metallic layer 7. For this purpose, a magnetic metal is vacuum-deposited on a sub- 
strate and then a magnetic metal and chromium are vacuum-deposited at the same 
time; and chromium and copper are vacuum-deposited at the same time, and then 
copper is vacuum-deposited. In this case, the process mentioned above is carried out 
at least once.

PURPOSE: To improve strength and magnetic characteristics while realizing low cost 
and easy work, by providing a specific base layer between a substrate made of metal 
and a thin magnetic oxide film. 

CONSTITUTION: On a substrate 2 made of metal such as aluminum alloy and 
aluminum alloy treated with an oxide film, a base layer 3 made of Si0 2 or glass is 
provided by being sputtered or in other methods and while Fe 3 0 4 is regarded as a 
target, an Fe 3 0 4 film is formed by being sputtered in an Ar atmosphere and thermal- 
ly treated in the air to obtain a thin magnetic oxide film 1 made of r-Fe 2 0 3 .

PURPOSE: To obtain a magnetic sheet with the property of transfer which has a 
releasing layer having excellent film characteristics, fitness for being applied with 
magnetic paint and peeling property, by -using specific resin for the releasing layer 
provided between a temporary base and a magnetic layer. 

CONSTITUTION: On a temporary base I such as a polyester film, a releasing layer 2 
consisting essentially of a resin mixture of 50^95wt% cellulose acetate and 5^ 
50wt% thermosetting resin such as melamine resin is provided and on it, a magnetic 
layer 3 and an adhesive layer 4 upon occasion are provided to obtain a magnetic 
sheet with the property of transfer. 
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
